11th general meeting of PMRC. 


One big item on the agenda is the 
distribution of T-shirts and briefing 
packages for the many PMRC hams 
who have volunteered to serve as 
communications specialists during 
the MS Society’s MS—150 City—to— 
Shore Bike Tour on September 28 
& 29, 2002. 


The briefing packages include 
information on net procedures and 
provide a detailed mile—by—mile 
listing of the tour route, indicating 
the assignment for each ham who is 
participating. 


And if that wasn’t enough 
excitement, our own Al W3STW 
will be speaking on the subject of 
the AMSAT-—Oscar 40 satellite, 
known before launch as "Phase 
3D". 


This satellite is the largest and most 
sophisticated amateur radio 
spacecraft ever built, and despite 
some harrowing experiences over 
its lifetime to date, and rumors of 
an early demise, it defies the critics 
and continues to provide unique 
communications capabilities to the 
amateur community. 


Come out and hear some things you 
probably don’t know about this 
amazing spacecraft, what it’s 
capable of today, and how it may be 
even better in the future.

Sam Kuncevich, that is; N3QIE, 
and the Battleship New Jersey 

You know Sam as our master artist 
with many hundreds of front pages 
of the Phil—Mont Mobile Radio 
Club Blurb. That’s only half the 
story. 


Sam has a hidden past that came to 
light when W3PXY acquired the 
"History of The Battleship New 
Jersey", a book by Paul Stillwell; 
Naval Institute Press. An inch—thick 
hardcover with 519 pages and 350 
photographs. The book covers 
1940-42 when the keel was laid, to 
decommissioning and retirement. In 
reading same, and in absolute 
amazement, there was Sam on pages 
13 and 14 as a"young ship fitter’s 
helper". Also he is in the index, 
along with Admiral Halsey, General 
Douglas Macarthur, Secretary of the 
Navy, President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, a list of admirals and 
ship captains by the hundreds. Sam 
was there right out in the 
introduction. 


The history book covers all the WW 
II action in Japan, Korea, and the 
visits all over the world. 16-inch 
gun bombardments at Wonsan, 
North Korea, plugging shells into 
the myriad of caves, 5—inch guns, 
20mm taking down Zeroes and 
Zekes, first Tomahawk missile 
firings. 


The hundreds of personal references 
and experiences, all done first hand 
by name reporting by the crew; 
Philippines action, Pusan, Taiwan, 
Okinawa, Truk and the entire WW 
II theater. 


Pictures of the radio operators, code 


breakers, ship photos by the 
hundreds. A most 
interesting crew personal 
assessment of the many 
captains who rotated aboard 
every year, how good were 
they at ship handling and 
personnel relations with the 
low-level deck swabbers. 
The detailed and frank 
critiques of the personality 
of the captains by the crew 
when rank no longer 
counted.

Book excerpt, page 214 
"Finally it was Monday 30 
Sept 1968, the morning 
dawned grey and choppy. 
Shortly after 7:00am the 
crew was called to general 
quarters. The initial target 
was an enemy supply dump 
a few miles north of the 
Benhai river that separated 
North and South Vietnam. 
The klaxon—horn sounded 
its warning buzzer three 
times. At 7:32 simultaneous 
with the third buzz of the 
alarm the right gun turret 
blasted out a 1,900—pound 
projectile amid a wreath of orange 
flame. Fifty-four seconds later the 
shell landed, and a Marine Corps 
TA-I Skyhawk spotter plane 
reported the initial shot landed a 
few hundred yards from the 
intended target —— fine shooting. 
Adjustments were made and the 
target was eliminated. Later that 
morning the Marine Jet came under 
fire from Antiaircraft batteries on 
the ground. They were soon 
silenced by the New Jersey’s guns. 
The appreciative spotter aircraft 
then flew to within close range of 
the ship, dipped its wings, and 
radioed "Welcome to the war".
